Yet Lacks Flood Potential

ern California Edison Com¬ 
pany, Monday, Dec. 12, paid 
the first Installment of its 
local property taxes for 
1966-67. The amount: $19,- 
897,427.52. 

At the same time, the 
company made direct pay 
ments to the cities of Lc,ng 
Beach and Pasadena, bring¬ 
ing the total Los Angeles 
County payment to $20,178,- 
009.76. 

When Edison’s final in- 
-stallment is paid on April 
10 , the company will have 
paid a total of ^9,350,408.81 
in ad valorem taxes ,n Los 
Angeles County alone this 
year. 

As in years past, about 
half of this money will go 
directly to the support of 
public schools in Los An¬ 
geles County, according to 
Robert H. Green, local man¬ 
ager. 

He said the grand total of 
Edison’s 1966 - 67 property 
tax payments in 15 counties 
will amount to a record $60, 
672,192.19. The first install¬ 
ment alone comes to $35, 
860,707.07.
